Promote and regulate Reformatory Schools for 
juvenile Offenders iu Ireland. 

[Note . — The Clauses marked A. to F. were added in Committee.'] 



HEREAS it is expedient to provide for the Establishment Preamble 
and Regulation of Reformatory Schools for the better 
training of juvenile Offenders in Ireland : Be it enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
5 Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 

I. It shall and may be lawful for the Chief Secretary of the Lord On Appliea- 
Lieutenant of Ireland, upon Application made to him by the Directors jj^^ers 
10 or Managers of any such Institution, to direct One of Her Majesty’s institution 
Inspectors General of Prisons in Ireland, or such Special Inspector of the Chief 
Reformatories as may be hereafter appointed by the Lord Lieutenant inspector to 
for Ireland, who is hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a fit re P ort * 
and proper Person to be Inspector of Reformatory Schools in Ireland, 

15 if he shall think fit, to examine and report to him upon its Condition 
and Regulations ; and any such Institution as shall appear to the 
Satisfaction of the said Chief Secretary, and shall be certified under 
his Hand and Seal, to be useful and efficient for its Purpose, shall be

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hdd to be a Reformatory School under the Provisions of this Art- 
Provided always, that it shall be lawful for any of Her Maiestv’s 
Inspectors General of Prisons, or such other Special Inspector rf

15 to the same Conditions as Money to be presented and raised by the 
Grand Jury of any such County or by the Council of such Borough 
as aforesaid respectively lor defraying the ordinary current Expen- 
diture of their several Gaols. 

VII. Whenever after the passing of this Act any Person shall 
20 be convicted of any Offence punishable by Law before any Judge of 

Assize or Judges sitting under a Commission of Oyer and Terminer, 
or before any Court of Quarter Sessions, or before the Divisional 
Justices of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, whose Age shall 
not, in the Opinion of such Judge or Court, exceed the Age of Sixteen 
25 Years, or whenever after the passing of this Act any Person shall be 
Convicted before any Justices of the Peace at Petty Sessions under 
the Provisions of the Sixth Section of “ The Summary Jurisdiction 
(Ireland) Act, 1851,” then and in every such Case it shall be lawful 
torthe Judge or Court, or the Divisional Justices, or the Justices at 
30 Petty Sessions as aforesaid, before or by whom such Offender shall 
be so convicted, in addition to the Sentence (if any) then and there 
passed as a Punishment for his or her Offence, to direct such 
Offender to be sent, at the Expiration of such Sentence (if any) or 
forthwith, to some One of the aforesaid Reformatory Schools the 
35 Directors or Managers of which shall be willing to receive such 
Offender, and to be there detained for a Period not less than Two 
Years and not exceeding Five Years; and such Offender shall be liable 
to be detained pursuant to such Direction : Provided always, that, no 
such Offender shall .be liable or directed to be sent to any such 
0 Reformatory, except to some one Reformatory under the exclusive 
Management of Persons of the same Religious Persuasion as that 
piofessed by the Parents or Guardians of such juvenile Offender ;

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Guardians of such juvenile Offender is unknown, the said juvenile 
Offender shall be. considered as belonging to that Religious Per- 
suasion in which he or she shall appear to have been baptized, or

5 IX. Any such Court, lmviiig made an Order under the Authority 3upplc- 
of this Act for sending any Offender to any Reformatory, may make may 
a supplemental Order, if the Court shall so think fit, at any Time mah. 
thereafter, and before the Expiration of the Term of Imprisonment 
(if any) to which such Offender lias been sentenced, exchanging the

the Custody under Sentence of such Offender, other than a Bridewell, 
25 and by the local Inspector of Constabulary when such Expenses 
shall have been incurred by the Keeper or other Officer of any Bride- 
well therein respectively having the Custody under Sentence of such 
Offender ; and such Governor and local Inspector respectively shall 
from Time to Time lay before the Board of Superintendence of the 
30 said Prison Accounts duly vouched of the Expenses so incurred ; and 
the said Board shall examine such Accounts, and upon being satisfied 
of then 1 Reasonableness and Accuracy shall pay the same out of any 
Eunds under their Control, in like Manner as if such Expenses had 
been incurred for the Removal of Prisoners under the Provisions of an 
35 Act passed in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of the Reign of 

Her Majesty, Chapter Eighty-five, and the said Act shall extend to 

and include such Expenses.
